1950.  The  information  was  released  this 
week  in  Nashville  by  Porter  Routh,  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  Cooperative  Program  received 
$8,101,421,  a  gain  of  $753,877  or  10.26  per 
cent  over  the  1950  offerings  of  $7,347,544. 

A  total  of  $4,060,214  was  designated, 
showing  a  gain  of  $783,039  or  23.97  per 
cent  over  the  $3,267,174  designated  in 
1950. 

All  hot  three  states  showed  9a*"*  *•» 
contributions  to  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram.  Arkansas  declined  from  $284,793 
in  1950  to  $247,170  in  1951,  the  District  of 
Columbia  from  $24,895  to  $23,11$,  and 
Florida  from  $419,509  to  $418,323. 

The  five  states  contributing  the  larg¬ 
est  amounts  to  the  Cooperative  Program 
were  (1)  Texas,  $1,387,363;  (2)  Tennes¬ 
see,  $740,545  .  (3)  South  Carolina,  $724,- 
528;  (4)  North  Carolina.  $675,787;  and 
(5)  Virginia,  $606,868. 

During  the  year,  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  received  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  designated  gifts  $6,434,225, 
more  than  half  of  the  total  gifts  coming 
through  the  Nashville  office.  This  is 
more  than  one  million  over  the  $5,420,308 
received  for  foreign  missions  in  1950. 

Home  missions  received  $1,974,383  in 
1951  as  compared  with  $1,846,789  in  1950. 
The  remainder  of  the  receipts  in  the 
Nashville  office  were  distributed  among 
the  various  convention  agencies  and  in¬ 
stitutions  according  to  percentages  adop¬ 
ted  by  the  convention.

On  behalf  of  the  Associated  Church 
Press  of  which  I  am  president,  I  am 
writing  to  express  our  deep  disappoint¬ 
ment  over  your  nomination  of  an  am¬ 
bassador  to  the  Vatican  and  to  voice  our 
sincere  hope  that  you  will  see  fit  to  with¬ 
draw  that  nomination. 

My  action  in  making  this.protest  is 
not  merely  personal  b^t  is  in  line  with 
the  conviction  of  our  members  who  in 
annual  meeting  have  repeatedly  and 
unanimously  voiced  their  opposition  even 
to  the  somewhat  less  objectionable  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Mr.  Myron  Taylor  as  the 
President’s  personal  ambassador  to  the 

Vatican.  * 

To  a  communication  relating  to  this 
question  adddressed  to  you  by  Dr.  Lipp- 
hard  on  behalf  of  the  Associated  Church 
Press  on  July  19,  1948,  the  late  Charles 
G.  Ross,  Secretary  to  the  President,  re¬ 
plied  on  August  4,  1948,  as  follows:

3.  FUNDAMENTAL  PRINCIPALS

Intelligent  Americans  are  opposed  to 
diplomatic  relations  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Vatican  because  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  papal  state  and  the  fundamen¬ 
tal  law  upon  which  it  is  built.  We  believe 
that  such  relations  are  inimical  to  the 
welfare  and  freedom  of  the  American 
people,  if  not  to  the  integrity  of  the 
American  state.

In  order  that  we  may  clearly  under¬ 
stand  the  issue,  we  wish  to  recall  some 
of  the  basic  principles  involved.

On  January  1,  the  National  Council 
of  Churches  began  operations.  Inauge- 
rated  at  a  meeting  of  Protestant  loaders 
at  Cleveland  In  November,  1950,  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  represented  a  merger 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches,  the 
International  Council  of  Religious  Edu¬ 
cation  and  six  other  imoortant  mter- 
denominational  agencies.  It  involved  29 
communions  with  an  aggregate  of  more 
than  31,000,000  members. 

Although  no  decision  has  yet  been 
made  regarding  the  site  of  the  National 
Council’s  headquarters,  the  new  group 
functioned  actively  during  the  year. 

An  international  Protestant  event  of 
the  year  was  the  meeting  of  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  at  Rolle.  Switzerland,  which  » 
discussed  Christian  responsibilities  m 
political  and  social  life.  The  committee 
voted  to  postpone  until  1954  the  next 
meeting  of  the  World  Council  Assembly, 
which  had  been  scheduled  to  meet  in  1953 
at  Evanston.  Ill.  The  site  of  the  assemb¬ 
ly  is  unchanged. 

Only  a  comparative  handful  of  Pro¬ 
testant  foreign  missionaries  remain  in 
Communist  China.  The  representatives 
of  Baptist,  Congregational  and  Episco¬ 
palian  boards  asked  headquarters  to 
withdraw  their  forces  from  China.  The 
London  Missionary  Society,  an  Ange'.ican 
»  organization,  announced  its  withdrawal,

A  decree  of  the  Peiping  government  on 
July  28  suspended  all  missionary  work 
conducted  or  supported  by  Americans. 
The  welfare  and  medical  work  of  the 
missions  has  been  taken  over  by  the 
government,  and  meanwhile  wholesale 
expulsions  of  foreign  missionaries  have 
taken  place. 

Religious  schools  and  youth  organiza¬ 
tions  in  Czechoslovakia  were  taken  over 
by  the  government  and  contact  with  the 
churches  of  the  West  curtailed  as  much 
as  possible.  In  Slovakia,  th#  senior  bish¬ 
op  and  general  inspector  of  the  Lutheran 
Church  were  removed  from  office  and 
their  places  filled  by  trusty  Communist 
sympathizers. 

Statistically,  religion  in  America  made 
about  its  usual  advance  during  the  year, 
or  perhaps  a  little  more. 

Three  emphases  continued  to  be  noted 
in  American  Protestantism  during  the 
year:  greater  evangelistic  effort,  more 
active  participation  by  laymen  in  the 
work  of  the  churches,  and  increased 
Christian  responsibility  in  political  life. 
Many  Protestant  leaders  endorsed  a 
statement  by  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Roman  Catrolic  hierarchy  which  called 
for  a  greater  sense  of  moral  responsi¬ 
bility  in  political,  economical  and  cul¬ 
tural  life. 

A  number  of  limited  union  enterprises 
were  also  under  way.  The  Congregation¬ 
al-Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church 
merger,  voted  with  overwhelming  major¬ 
ities  by  both  sides,  is  still  blocked  by  a 
1950  court  decision.  The  Disciples  of 
Christ  omitted  their  annual  InternationaV 
Convention  in  October  in  order  to  hold  a 
convention  at  the  same  time  and  place 
(Chicago,  May,  1952)  as  that  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  (Northern)  Baptist  Convention.  The 
*  Presbyterian  U.S.A.  General  Assembly 
encouraged  an  approach  to  union  with  the 
Presbyterian  U.S.  (Southern)  and  United 
Presbyterian  Churches. 

Protestant-Catholic  tension  on  tome 
points  wore  noted  during  the  year.  One 
of  the  issues  involved  the  policy  of  appro¬ 
priating  public  money  for  parochial 
schools.  Th  resignation  of  the  President’s 
"personal  representative"  at  the  Vatican 
In  January,  1958,  eased  the  strain  on 
that  controversial  point,  but  tho  proposal 
to  establish  regular  diplomatic  relations 
brought  bock  the  controversy  which  add¬ 
ed  heat.

likely  to  confuse  the  issue  by  advancing 
some  spiritual  aspects  which  may  well 
be  involved  and  then  quickly  smear  their 
opponents  with  the  charge  of  religious 
bigotry. 

Regardless  of  the  risks  involved,  we 
believe  that  the  time  has  come  for  true 
Americans  to  speak  out.  *  In  this  discus¬ 
sion  we  shall  attempt  to  keep  to  well- 
authenticated  fundamental  principles  and 
facts  If  we  seem  to  transgress  upon  the 
religious  aspects  of  the  issue,  the  fault 
lies  in  the  nature  of  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  institution  or  our  lack  of  discernment. 

The  Pope  of  Romo  considers  himself 
the  vicegerent  of  Jesus  Christ  upon  earth 
and,  therefore,  the  "supreme  pontiff  of 
the  universal  church." 

Pope  Leo  XIII,  in  his  encyclical  lettej 
on  The  Reunion  of  Christendom,  said, 
“We  .  hold  upon  this  earth  the. place 
of  God  Almighty.”  Leo  was  but  reiterat¬ 
ing  the  age-old  position  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  institution  when  he  made  this 
statement. 

Cardinal  Farley,  in  an  American  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  Dogmatic  Canons  and  Decrees 
of  the  Church,  sanctioned  by  his  im- 
primature  this  further  word:  "We  teach 
and  declare  that,  by  the  appointment  of 
our  Lord,  the  Roman  Church  possesses  a 
superority  of  ordinary  power  over  all 
othei  churches  and  that  this  power  of 
jurisdiction  of  the  Roman  Pontiff  which 
k  truly  episcopal  is  immediate;  to  which 
aH,  of  whatever  rite  and  dignity,  both 
pastors  and  faithful,  both  individually 
and  collectively,  are  bound  by  the  duty 
of  hierarchial  subordination  and  true 
obediance,  to  submit  not  only  in  matters 
which  belong  to  faith  and  morals,  but 
also  in  those  that  appertain  to  the  disci¬ 
pline  and  government  of  the  Church 
throughout  the  world.” 

R  should  be  noted  that  the  pope  is  here 
eonsidered  to  be  supreme  over  all  the 


In  ordinary  circumstances  the  Reman 
Catholic  Church  recognizes  the  temporal 
rights  of  nations  as  parallol  to  the  spirit¬ 
ual  rights  of  the  church  but  in  case  af 
conflict  the  church  is  supreme. 

Adherents  of  the  papacy  frequently 
quote  the  encyclicals  to  prove  the  essen¬ 
tial  harmony  between  church  and  state. 
These  documents  were  written  with 
such  diplomacy  and  suavity  that  if 
enough  of  the  text  is  omitted  it  is  easy

to  make  a  case.  For  instance  the 
Encyclical  Letter  Immortale  Dei  of  Pope 
Leo  XIII  states:  “The  Almighty,  there¬ 
fore,  has  appointed  the  charge  of  the 
human  race  between  two  powers,  the 
ecclesiastical  and  the  civil,  the  one  being 
•et  over  divine,  and  the  other  over  hu¬ 
man  things.  Each  in  its  kind  is  supreme, 
each  has  fixed  limits  within  which  K  is 
contained,  limits  which  are  defined  by 

the  nature  and  special  object  of  the  pro¬ 
vince  of  each,  so  that  there  is,  we  may 
say.  an  orbit  traced  out  within  which  the 
action  of  each  is  brought  into  play  by  its 
own  native  right.  But  inasmuch  as  each 
of  these  two  powers  has  authority  over 
the  same  subjects,  and  as  it  might  come 
to  pass  that  one  and  the  same  thing — re¬ 
lated  differently,  but  still  remaining 
one  and  the  same  thing— might  belong 
to  the  jurisdiction  and  determination  of 
both  therefore  God,  who  forsees  all  things 
and  who  is  the  author  of  the  two  powers, 
has  marked  out  the  course  of  each  in 
right  correlation  to  the  others.”  But  this 
same  pope  in  his  Encyclical  Letter  The 
Christian  Constitution  of  States  defines 
this  “right  correlation”  in  startling 
terms:  “Over  the  mighty  multitude  of 
mankind,  God  has  set  rulers  with  power 
to  govern,  and  He  has  willed  that  one 
ef  them  (the  Pope)  should  be  head  of 
all."  And  again,  “The  only  begotten 
Son  of  God  entrusted  all  truths  which 
He  had  taught  (to  the  Homan  Catholic 
Church)  in  order  that  it  might  keep  and 
guard  them  and  with  lawful  authority 
explain  them,  and  at  the  same  time  He 
commanded  all  nations  to  hear  the  voice 
of  the  (Roman  Catholic)  Church  as  if  it 
were  His  own,  threatening  those  who 
wouid  not  hear  H  with  everlasting  per¬ 
dition.” 

That  great  compendium  of  Roman 
Catholie  teaching,  the  Catholic  Encyclo¬ 
pedia  declares:  “In  case  of  direct  con¬ 
tradiction  making  it  impossible  for  both 
jurisdictions ,  to  be  exercised,  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  tni*  Church  prevails  and  that 
ef  the  state  is  excluded.”

L  GROWING  POPULARITY 

We  are  here  at  the  beginning  of  our 
Lord’s  ministry  while  the  farre  of  his 
gracious  words  and  merciful  deeds  were  1 
being  spread  abroad  by  those  who  saw 
and  heard.  His  was  a  wide  ministry.  He 
took  the  wide  world  for  His  parish,  all 
places  a  temple,  and  anywhere  the  people 
were  was  His  pulpit.  He  never  had  a 
stated  church,  a  pastor’s  study,  or  a 
pastor’s  home'  He  went  where  the  peo¬ 
ple  were  and  they  came  to  Him,  on  the 
hill-slope,  by  the  way-side,  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  in  the  home  of  friend  or  enemy, 
in  houses  of  mourning,  in  the  desert 
places,  in  a  fisherman’s  boat  by  the  lake¬ 
side,  in  the  temple,  in  the  streets  of  the 
city  where  cross  the  crowded  ways  of 
men.  He  began  His  ministry  among  the 
common  people,  and  the  common  people 
beard  Him  gladly.  While  the  common 
people  were  allowed  by  their  official 
leaders  to  act  upon  their  own  initiative 
as  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
hearts,  the  crowds  who  came  to  Him 
j  grew. 

The  other  day  I  spoke  to  a  preacher 
ef  a  fine  church’  I  had  recently  visited, 
a  church  just  now  in  search  of  a  pastor, 
ar.d  the  preacher  to  whom  I  spoke  re¬ 
sponded  that  the  church  field  to  which  I 
referred  was  a  terribly  hard  one.  Even 
so,  what  then?  Is  there  a  preacher  who 
shuns  a  hard  field  and  difficult  because 
it  is  difficult*  He  would  receive  small 
encouragement  In  his  smug  laziness  from 
s  study  of  the  life  and  labors  of  his 
Master. 

I  have  sometimes  fancied  myself  in  a 
Monday  morning  meeting  of  the  pastors 
conference  among  a  company  of  the 
bretheren  faultlessly  dressed  and  pleased 
with  the  compliments  the  brethren  and 
sisters  paid  them  on  yesterday  because  of 
their  deliverances  of  the  yesterday,  sweet 
sounding  to  the  ear  and  utterly  Inoffen¬ 
sive  to  anybody,  with  a  single  exception. 
There  is  one  withered,  bent  little  man, 
weak-eyed  and  showing  the  marks  of 
much  travel,  scarred  of  face  and  marked 
with  the  brands  of  many  struggles,  all 
cf  which  bear  mute  testimony  to  the  fact 
that  this  man  has  been  to  the  wars.  He 
listens  to  the  brethren  testify  as  to  the 
pleasant  time  they  had  on  yesterday,  of 
how  there  is  no  sound  of  discord  in  their 
churches,  not  one  rift  of  fellowship  in 
their  congregation,  until  at  length  this 
little  man  arises  Impulsively,  addresses 
the  chair,  and  says,  "I  am  Paul.  Will 
you  brethern  please  tell  me  where  you 
preached  on  yesterday."  It  is  well  for  us 
to  remember — both  those  of  us  who 
preach  as  a  special  calling  and  those  who 
serve  the  Lord  in  other  capacities — that 
the  Christian  is  a  soldier  of  the  cross. 
And  that  means  that  the  Christian  man 
and  the  Christian  woman,  both  of  them 
and  every  one  of  them  from  CO  in  ton, 
Mississippi  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  is 
engaged  in  a  warfare  hi  which  there  is 
no  truce  from  the  day  of  enlistment  to 
the  day  of  the  individual  mustering  out 
k>r  promotion  to  the  realm  where  God’s 
Perfect  will  is  done.

Members  of  Southern  Baptist  Churches 
Dear  Brethren: 

The  only  way  a  church  can  understand 
itsel'  is  to  develop  a  clear  history  of  its 
life.  The  same  can  be  said  about  a  Bap¬ 
tist  institution,  board,  convention  or  as¬ 
sociation. 

Did  you  know  that  our  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  seminaries,  with  an  enrollment  of 
more  than  3,799  young  people,  our  future 
pastors,  missionaries  and  church  staff 
leaders,  do  not  have  an  adequate  text¬ 
book-on  Baptist  history?  Neither  do  they 
have  any  kind  of  textbook  on  the  history 
of  Southern  Baptists  or  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention. 

With  more  than  4,000  ministerial  stu¬ 
dents  in  our  Southern  Baptist  colleges 
we  have  no  textbook  on  Baptist  history 
for  them. 

What  a  tragedy  that  we  have  not  ap-  tor 
predated  our  history  enough  hitherto  to 
provide  them  with  a  textbook!  They 
will  complete  their  preparation  and  go 
into  their  work  without  a  clear  under¬ 
standing  of  their  denomination  and  our 
Baptist  life  and  thought.
